This paper is filed in response to the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance presented in 
the Notice of Allowance, dated April 15, 2004. The Applicants hereby request that this paper be 
entered as Comments on the Statement of Reasons for Allowance. All remarks herein are 
made without prejudice. 

REMARKS 

In the section containing the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, the Examiner states 
that, "Regarding independent claim 1 , there is not taught or disclosed in the prior art a frequency 
modulated laser including means for applying a uniform electric field across a laser cavity, the 
electric field propagating substantially perpendicular to the direction of laser light and having the 
same intensity along the length of the cavity" However, Claim 1 recites, in part, "means for 
applying a uniform electric field across said laser cavity, said electric field propagating in a 
direction substantially perpendicular to the direction of propagation of laser light within the laser 
cavity and having substantially the same intensity along the length dimension of the laser cavity 
at any one point in time." Therefore, the Applicant submits that the Examiner has not used the 
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exact language of Claim 1 in the Reasons for Allowance. The Applicants further submit that the 
scope of Claim 1 is defined by the language of Claim 1 and its equivalents. 

In regard to independent Claim 24, the Examiner states that "the means is specified as a traveling 
wave structure." The Examiner appears to be attempting to link the features of Claim 24 to the 
features as set forth in Claim 1. However, as indicated, Claim 24 is an independent claim. As 
such, the reasons for allowing Claim 24 should be based upon the features recited in Claim 24. 

Therefore, the Applicant objects to the Examiner's Reasons for Allowance in regard to Claims 1 
and 24, since these reasons do not at least recite the specific text used in the allowed independent 
claims. Therefore, the Applicant respectfully requests that the stated reasons for allowance for 
Claims 1 and 24 be withdrawn. The Applicant further request that if the Examiner feels 
compelled to issue Reasons for Allowance, such reasons should use the actual text of each of the 
allowed independent claims. 
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
